NEW YORK, Sept. 13. The nig-ge- st

banking houses in New Y'ork
having German connections are ex-
pected to accept an Invitation to par-
ticipate in floating tho 51,000,000,000
loan for the allies.

These bankers regard the loan, not
from a political but from a strictly
American business point of Alew.

Members of tho Anglo-Frenc- h com-
mission appeared displeased Tuesday
when they learned that such firms
as Kuhn, Loeb & Co. and J. and W.
Seligman & Co. had not been taken
Into council by the bankers hero
handling the negotiations. And it is
gathered that no time will bo lost in
inviting every responsible banking
house to join.

It can be stated authoritatively that
nearly every so-cal-ed German bank-
ing firm in New Y'ork city is much
less rabid than is popularly supposed.
The Lusitania incident angered many
of them.

V. S. First Is Stand.
All firms are understood to take

the view that the first concern of the
United States must be to foster its
own commerce, no matter who may
be benefitted.

Basil P. Blackett, a member of tho
commission, when told that no prom-
inent German-America- n financiers
had attended th.e reception in the
Morgan library and that wmc re-
sentment was felt, replied:

"It is unfortunate if any impres-
sion has gone out that there was any
intention to slight any one.'

Mr. Blackett added:
"I don't know who is responsible

for inviting those who attended the
meeting in Mr. Morgan's library."

James J. Hill, immediately after
his visit to the offices of J. P. Mor-
gan & Co. went to see Mr. Schiff at
Kuhn, Loeb &. Co.'s oifices, where
they discussed the loan.

Mr. Hill, after the talk, merely
said:

Mr. Shiff is a very od friend and
I .had not seen him for a long time."
